It Is safe to predict Hint the results of the 
national labor-mnnaKcmcnt conference In 
Washington will dLmppolnl a lot of people. 
It will be the aamc sort of disappointment 
that waa felt In President Truman's rndlo 
address on wages and prices because the 
President failed to produce a magic formula 
for settling all Industrial disputes. 

Perhaps tlie Jabor-mnnagement Ilndlngs 
win be more specific. The confercnco agenda 
covers most of the aoro upots In today's In- 
dustrial relations. IT mutually satisfactory 
answers can be found for all the questions 
' that the agenda raises, then the whole coun- 
try can breathe a llttlo more easily. 

But still there will bo no magic formula 
forthcoming from these meeting.^ — not be- 
cause there Is no such formula but because 
the formula has been so long and familiarly 
known. Its Bymbols are words long since 
grown tnto. And Mr. Truman, in his recent 
speech, employed them in oil their triteness: 
Good sense . . . reasonableness . . . clnsldcra- 
t!on for the position of the other fellow . . . 
teamwork , . . give-and-take. 

There are many difficult and complex 
problems which go far beyond the simple pre- 
scriptions of these copy-book maxims. But 
their solutions cannot bo approached until 
there Is a sober and sincere acceptance of 
those maxims, and of the further self-evi- 
dent truth that the problems of Industrial 
relations are basically problems of human 
relations. 

Unhappily there are too many people In 
both camps who are reluctant to admit the 
fairness of permanence ot both collective 
bargaining and private employment under 
the profits Byatcm. There are too many em- 
ployers secretly bent on unlon-bustlng, and 
too many labor executives trying to usurp 
management's functions without assuming 
the attendant risks. There Is too much hot 
temper, recrimination and easy resort to vlo- 
Jence. Thero Is too little common civility. 

Perhaps the clearest and most positive 
statement ol the magic formula to date has 
been made by Senator Vandciibcrg of Michi- 
gan, It Is found In a letter to the Prcsfdent 
and. Labor Secretary Schwellenbach; 

"R«sponslb!o management knows that col- 
lective bargaining Is hero to stay and that 
progrresslve law must continue to support it 
and that It must be wholeheartedly accepted. 

"Responsible labor leadership knows that 
Irresponsible strikes and subversive attacks 
upon essential production arc the gravest 
threats to the permanent success of labor's 
bill or right,'!. 

"The American public hnows that we can- 
not rebuild and maintain our national econ- 
omy at the high levels required by our un- 
avoidable necessities if we cannot have pro- i 
ductlve peace Instead of disruptive war on 
■ the industrial front. | 

"American government knous that social 
statutes are futile cxept as they largely stem 
from mutual wisdom and mutual consent."
